BALTIMORE  (BP)  -  The  In¬ 
ternational  Mission  Board 
(IMB)  and  the  North  American 
Mission  Board  (NAMB)  com¬ 
missioned  approximately  too 
workers  dunng  a  rare  joint 
commissioning  service  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Woman's  Mission¬ 
ary  Union  (WMU)  on  June  8  at 
the  Baltimore  Convention  Cen¬ 
ter,  prior  to  the  .start  of  the  2014 
annual  meeting  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  (SBC). 

In  an  emotional  .service 
marked  b\  pravvr  and  praise, 
many  were  commissioned  to 
serve  as  church  planters,  evan¬ 
gelism  catalvsts,  oJlegiate  minis¬ 
ters,  refugee  workers,  chaplaias. 
and  ministers  to  people  poups  in 
difficult  areas  of  trie  world. 

A  capacity  crowd  listened  to 
numerous  testinKinies  of  how 
(iod  called  individnaLs  to  Himself 
and  into  His  .service.

BALTIMORE  (BP)  -  Celebrat¬ 
ing  historic  milestones  and  the 
highest  offering  ever  for  inter¬ 
national  missions  was  the  fo¬ 
cus  of  the  national  Woman’s 
Missionary  Unlive  (WMU)  re¬ 
port  to  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  (SBC). 

Wanda  Lee,  WMU's  e.xecutive 
direclor/tieasurer,  and  Debby 
Akerman,  national  president, 
said  WMU  wrapped  up  a  year¬ 
long  celebration  of  the  Southern 
Baptust  auxiliary’s  125th  anniver¬ 
sary  at  this  year’s  missions  cele¬ 
bration  June  8-9.  complete  with 
historic  tours  in  llie  area. 

Days  prior  to  the  gathering, 
i(X)  people  toured  sites  in  Vir¬ 
ginia  significant  to  Lottie  Moon 
and  her  legacy  as  a  pioneer  mis¬ 
sionary  to  China,  and  on  June 
g  some  6<K)  people  toured  sites 
around  Baltimore  where  .Annie 
•Armstrong  lived  and  worked  as 
the  first  leader  for  WMU,  which 
was  founded  in  1888. 

On  .June  8,  VVMl?  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  Inlemational  Mis¬ 
sion  Begird  and  the  North  /Vnier- 
iean  Mls.sion  Bisird  ‘yxiasortHl 
the  firat  joint  commissioning 
service  at  a  national  ivent  in  25 
years,  enconuxissing  more  than 
100  new  missionaries.

Sadly,  we  live  in  a  dav  when  too 
many  folks  want  what  tney  want  when 
they  want  it  and  with  no  work  or  invest¬ 
ment  on  their  part.  Greatness  is  far 
more  likely  to  come  not  from  what  you 

?;et  but  from  what  you  give.  And  it  is 
ar  more  likely  to  be  found  hanging 
around  a  v.onderful  verse  of  Scripture 
that  says,  “lA'hatsoever  thy  hand  findeth 
to  do,  do  it  with  thy  might’  (Eccles. 
9:10).  Give  your  b^  to  the  job  and  to 
those  who  are  around  you.  Do  your  job 
even  if  they  don’t.  Do  your  best  to  be 
helpful  even  if  others  do  not  help  you. 

It  is  the  right  thing  to  do  and  the  right 
thing  to  do  will  ultimately  bring  right 
to  you.

Energy  and  Whynot.  it  is  a  fact  that 
all  three  communities  at  that  time  ran 
together  or  at  least  bumped  up  against 
each  other.  Later  the  country  com¬ 
munity  of  Increase  reiiamed  itself  as 
Causeyville.  So  now  just  outside  of 
Meridian  there  is  Whynot,  Causeyville 
and  Energy.  Why  would  the  little  vil¬ 
lage  community  rename  itself  Cau¬ 
seyville  when  for  years  they  had  been 
stuck  with  the  name  Increase?

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When  I  was  asked  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  the  Baptist  Health 
Systems  Health  Works  video 
series  to  talk 
about  general 
health,  I  knew 
it  would  be  a 
great  opportu- 
nity  to  speak 
about  health 
outside  of  my  r 
offioe  setting. 

As  a  gen¬ 
eral  practi¬ 
tioner,  one 
of  the  most 
important  things  I  can  say  to 
you  is  this:  act  responsibh' 
about  your  own  health.  If  vou 
choose  to  be  responsible  for 
your  health,  you  may  just  be 
surprised  to  learn  that  it  not 
only  affects  you  personally  but 
also  your  immediate  family  as 
well  as  others  around  vou.

Abedini's  wife  Naghmeh, 
who  lives  in  ,the  U.S.  with  the 
couple's  two  children,  accepted 
the  award  on  her  husband's  be- 
half  to  a  standing  ovation.

Muslim  at  SWBTS 

On  two  occasions,  messen¬ 
gers  addressed  the  recent  de¬ 
cision  of  Southwestern  Semi¬ 
nary  President  Paige  Patterson 
to  admit  a  Mu.slim  student, 
contrary  to  the  seminary's  ad- 
mlssion  policy  of  admitting 
only  Chnstians.  During  Pat¬ 
terson's  report  to  the  conven¬ 
tion,  a  messenger  reouested  a 
.straight-forward  explanation" 
Of  the  decision. 

In  respon.se,  Patterson  apol¬ 
ogized  to  the  convention,  say¬ 
ing,  “I  made  an  exception  to  a 


rule  that  I  assumed,  probably 
wrongly,  the  president  has  a 
nght  to  make.  The  student  is 
not  funded  by  CP  money  and  is 
“very  open  to  the  Gospel,"  Pat¬ 
terson  said. 

The  decision  to  violate  ad¬ 
mission  policy  was  motivated 
in  part  by  a  desire  to  win  the 
student  to  Jesu.s,  Patterson 
said.  He  said  he  will  tell  God 
on  judgment  day:  “I  violated 
a  policy  but  1  didn't  want  to 
stand  before  You  with  blood  on 
my  hands.  Dear  God,  i  did  the 
best  that  I  knew  how." 

Ixiuisiana  pa.stor  Steve 
James,  chairman  of  South¬ 
western  Seminary's  board  of 
trustees,  told  me.ssengers  that 
tmstees  will  discuss  concerns 
ateut  the  Muslim  student's 
admission  at  meetings  in  Sep- 
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tember  and  October.  James 
requested  prayer  for  Patterson 
and  the  seminary. 

Earlier  a  messenger  moved 
that  Southwestern  Seminary 
be  required  to  explain  its  de¬ 
cision  regarding  the  Mus- 
lirn  student.  The  motion  was 
ruled  out  of  order  because  it 
directed  an  entity  rather  than 
requesting  an  action. 

Miscellaneous 

In  other  matters: 

■  Me,sscngers  elected  Clint 
Pressley,  pastor  of  Hickory 
Grove  Church  in  Charlotte, 
N.C,,  as  first  vice  president, 
and  Hance  Dilbeck,  pastor 
of  Quail  ^rings  Church  in 
Oklahoma  City,  as  second  vice 
president.  The  convention  re- 
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elected  John  Yeats  as  record¬ 
ing  secretary  and  Jim  Wells  as 
registration  secretary. 

■  The  Crossover  evangelis¬ 
tic  push  in  Baltimore  preced¬ 
ing  the  annual  meeting  yielded 
214  salvation  decisions.  More 
than  2,300  volunteers  partici¬ 
pated  in  Crossover  in  partner- 
shin  with  32  local  churches. 

CP  exhibit  featured 
a  series  of  panel  discussions 
projected  on  high-definition 
screens  in  the  exhibit  hall 
and  streamed  on  the  Internet. 
Nearly  125  panelists  addressed 
such  topics  as  Southern  Bap- 
tirt  cooperation,  international 
missions,  church  planting 
theological  education,  ethnic 
diversity,  social  justice,  and 
sexuality.
